Traffic Trouble

<4l apprpciate very much, in­ 

deed, your interest and efforts 
in the improvement of the traf­ 
fic iituaMon in order to achieve 
additional Legislation regard­ 
ing elimination of too many 
traffic hazards.

Even the Governor has de­ 
cided now to do something 
about It and I feel sure that he 
will not overlook a jslnjfle sit­ 
uation which might constitute 
l^itrafffc hazard.

We all know very well that 
gome existing laws are out­ 
moded but constitute obstacles 
to carry out many suggested 
improvements, hut we also 
know that, the laws are made. 
to help and protect the citizens 
and if they do not serve these

purposes any longer they have 
to i>e replaced or modified ac­ 
cordingly.

The fact is that with the 
present laws and regulations 
the safe drivers and good citi­ 
zens are not as well protected 
as they are entitled to in each 
accident the other party is in­ 
nocent.

At least 50% of the persons 
involved in traffic accidents 
arp drivprs. passengers and 
pedestrians who are completely 
innocent, in the accidents.

We have made special fed­ 
eral laws to punish, criminals 
for few cases ol kidnapping, 
etc., yet tens of thousands of 
other innocents are killed every 
year and hundreds of thou­ 
sands crippled or hurt. Does 
it not seem equally necessary 
to have protective laws against 
these crimes?

In order to allevia.tr the traf­ 
fic situation in general Con­ 
gress has appropriated billions 
of dollars, mostly for new 
roads. Nevertheless what will 
be the result?

Cars will be able to travel 
faster; thp number of accidents 
will hardly be reduced. Would 
It not be wiser to designate 
some part of this money for 
the ELIMINATION of traffic 
hazards?

As for the local traffic situa­ 
tion in the Torrance-Redondo 
area, I thought that with this 
campaign we should have bee/i 
able to be an example of traf 
fie safety for other communi­ 
ties, Unfortunately we are not. 
Here some of my experiences 
to the contrary:

I have never heard or seen 
during my long life time a town 
in a civilized country without 
street lighting in completely 
settled arras. I would not even 
ask someone for the reason, 
because there is no excuse foi 
not Installing lighting the first 
day when a new street is 
opened.

Another deplorable situation 
is the Jack of sidewalks in 
many populated areas. This re
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gards not only many less im-| 
portant streets in North Re- 
dondo Beach, etc., but also 
more important, streets, for in­ 
stance that part of Avenue E 
that links between the South­ 
ern end of Palos Verdes blvd. 
and Prospect ave. This is a 
heavily traveled road. Yet en­ 
tering into this street you have 
the feeling to be in an old 
street-of the Middle Ages.

No street lighting, no side­ 
walks, children playing in the 
middle of the street and be­ 
tween parked cars. You have 
to stop for the oncoming cars 
to let them pass and then pro­ 
ceed in zig-zag with 5MPH, 
loping no child will run in 
front of your car.

The situation is worse yet by 
night. If an out-of-town driver 
nters the boulevard from the 

Avenue E, he has no idea that 
Palos Verdes blvd. is a divided 
road and since there is no light­ 
ing on the corner entrance you 
can imagine the possible con­ 
sequences.

It so happened to me one 
night when I was coming down 
from Thriftyrnart that I met a 
 ar coming in the wrong lane 
in the opposite direction.

It was only by chance that 
we did not collide head-on. An­ 
other time a similar thing hap­ 
pened on the same spot during 
heavy fog. Fortunately I drove 
with 5MPH and the other car 
was also, going slow and our 
cars could stop head-on, bump­ 
er to bumper.

Me was a man from Oxnard 
passing in this area for the first 
time and he had no idea that 
this was a divided road. He 
also was astonished about the 
missing street lighting.

Another time it happened to 
me that I came from South 
Catalina ave., going to the Re- 
dondo Post Office, when a car 
came from the opposite dlrec 
tion and wanted to enter at the 
Strand theater corner the part 
of the ("atalina nve. that was 
from here to the ne\t corner a 
one way street.

When I told him this through 
the window he told me with 
astonishment that there was a 
yellow blinking light which 
means one can enter with cau­ 
tion. He was right.

There should he a permanent 
red light and not a heavy blink­ 
ing yellow light that prevents 
to see In night time the indica­ 
tor: "DO NOT ENTER."

Also a death trap is a little 
curve between Prospect Avenue 
Corner on Torrance Blvd. and 
Torrance Drive-In theater. Here 
the northbound two lanes sud­ 
denly narrow to one lane for 
about 50 feet, and if by chance 
two cars would travel side by 
side northwards a collision 
would he certain in case that a 
car would come from the oppo­ 
site direction. Does a fatal ac­ 
cident have to take place be­ 
fore this ha/a rd is eliminated?
